This question has been asked by 


frnany people 
who 
possibly would 


be Interested 
if they 
knew 
the 


meaning of it. 
One of the most 


talked of traffic routus is the one 
between St. Louis and Chicago, via 
IDecatur. 


A traffic route In the bir sense 


of the word Is a route over which 
the> private messages of the ama- 
teurs travel. 
They are passed from 


one station to another, thus being 
relayed to their destinations. Some- 
times Interference is bad and some- 
limes static bad, making it impos- 
sible for the St. Louis staton to get 
the message directly to the Chicago 
station, thus causing a need for a 
central station to take the mes- 
sasres and relay it on to the Chicago 
(Station. 


BT SHORT JUMPS. 


Sometimes the relay work must 


•be done in very short jumps, often 
not more than fifty miles at a jump 
this is usually the case when the 
static is extremely bad early in the 
evening. 
The traffic route which 


•we "nape to put through will cover 
the greater part of Illinois, making 
it possible for any person to have 
anv desired message 
sent 
to a 


frienfi in any part of the U. S. or 
Cans da. 


The message usually consists of a 


"heiio" or greetings of some sort. 
The messages are strictly for pleas- 
ure- and NOT for business use. Using 
the amateur station 
for business 


purposes would be commercializing 
n and this is strictly against the 
Radio Rules and Hegulations of the 
United States. 


THE TRAFFIC ROUTE. 


The main traffic route, of course, 


will be between Chicago and St. 
Louis, direcqy through Decatur, and 
having branches in Roodhouse, Tay-

Mr. Mattes said 
that 


union rules against apprentices were 
working to decrease the number of 
skilled workers with the result that 
very high labor costs were resulting 
from the competition for such work- 
ers. He did not think that was true 
In Decatur.

REFILL WITH GRAVEL. 


Mr. Greeley also says that the 


sand and gravel thrown out by the 
force of the water Is the very best 
kind of material with which to refill. 
The engineer said that the pumping 
back of this material was being con- 
sidered. 


In India, Mr. Greeley said that 


aprons to dams are sometimes made 
200 to 300 feet broad, just to get 
away from this erosive action by the 
water as it runs off the apron be- 
cause of the more or less soluble na- 
ture of the soils there.
